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Vote  On  School  Supt.’s 
Contract  Expected  Monday 


He  added  that  the  results  of 
negotiations  will  be  voted 
upon  and  made  public  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  Monday, 
Sept.  24. 

The  committee  voted  for  the 
executive  session  four  to  one 
with  one  abstention.  Commit- 
teewoman  Patricia  Walsh 
voted  no;  Martha  Gjesteby 
abstained  from  voting  after 
saying  “I  find  nothing  wrong 
with  his  (Maloney's)  com- 
petency or  health.” 

Ms.  Walsh  said  it  was  her 


understanding  the  superinten- 
dent's contract  was  exempt 
from  collective  bargaining. 

“We've  done  it  for  years 
that  way,"  Irene  Brown  said. 

“That  doesn't  mean  it’s 
right.”  Frank  England  re- 
sponded. 

Langmaid  said  “We  don't 
have  to  do  anything  in  public  if 
it  impacts  upon  collective  bar- 
gaining." 

At  tnat  point  during  discus- 
sion England  opted  to  call  the 
school  committee's  attorney. 
Allen  Miller,  regarding  the 
issue. 

After  the  attorney  was  con- 
tacted. Langmaid  said  “Coun- 
sel informed  us  we  should  take 
a vote  and  that  the  contract 
will  affect  the  finances  of  the 
town." 

England  added:  "Counsel 
said  it  couldn't  effect  the 
contract  overall,  but  it  could 
effect  the  finances  of  the 
town.” 

At  9:45  p.m.  the  committee 
entered  into  an  executive  ses- 
sion to  discuss  the  contract. 
Langmaid  said  the  committee 
would  reconvene  in  open  ses- 
sion only  to  adjourn. 


Despite  objections  made  by 
two  school  committee  mem- 
bers, the  committee  voted  to 
discuss  the  renewal  of  the 
school  superintendent's  con- 
tract in  an  executive  session 
Monday  night. 

According  to  School  Com- 
mittee Chairman  Jack  Lang- 
maid. the  reason  for  the 
session  was  because  the 
school  supt's  contract  could 
have  an  impact  upon  the 
school  administrator's  con- 
tract.

Committee  chairman  Jack 
Langmaid  concurred  with 
England,  advising  that  the 
goals  should  be  removed  from 
the  fields  and  stored  overnight 
in  the  future.  There  was  no 
formal  vote  of  the  committee. 

OTHER  ACTION 
In  other  school  business. 
Supt.  Maloney  asked  the  com- 
mittee to  readvertise  bids  for 
playground  equipment  as  past 
specifications  had  not  been 
met  by  bidders.  “I  feel  we  can 
get  a product  we  want,  now.” 
Supt.  Maloney  also  alerted 
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A new  set  of  soccer  goals, 
valued  at  S850.  were  vandal- 
ized last  Thursday.  Police 
gave  chase  after  a call  from  a 
resident,  but  no  suspects  were 
apprehended. 

School  Supt.  John  Maloney 
made  the  school  committee 
aware  of  the  damage  at  Mon- 
day's session,  saying  that  he 
wasn't  yet  sure  of  the  money 
needed  to  straighten  the  cross 
bars  or  replace  the  nets,  which 
were  completely  destroyed.
